Toronto, Ont.—Fifty Cannd lnn av i­ 
ators and geographers will sail from 
Halifax early In Ju ly on a spectacu ­ 
lar arctic, or su barctic, piece of ex ­ 
ploration, which may easily su rpass in 
d ramatic interest and in scientific d is­ 
cov eries of benefit to mankind any 
polar flight or ex ped ition. 
Their d estination is Hu d son strait, 
that great ocean channel 500 miles 
long by 7 5 miles wid e which connects 
Hu d son bay with the Atlnntic ocean. 
On Its Inhospitable shores, ju st on 
the ed ge of the land of the mid night 
su n, they will be Isolated for 15 
months—all throu gh one long arctic 
winter and two brief su mmers. 
The object of the ex ped ition Is to 
collect d ata on the nav igation prob­ 
lems of Hu d son 
strait, 
which, 
of 
cou rse, will be the ocean ou tlet of 
the Hu d son Bay railway now u nd er 
constru ction from northern Manitoba 
to Port Nelson, on the west coast of 
Hu d son bay . 
Little Known as Traffic Rou te. 
Thou gh 
Hu d son 
strait 
has been 
nav igated ofE and on for 300 y ears, 
v ery little is known abou t its poten­ 
tialities as a regu lar traffic rou te. The 
impression has prev ailed that It is 
safe for traffic d u ring only two or 
two and a half months each season. 
Du ring the rest of the y ear nav igators 
hav e fou nd it clicked with ice. 
While the Hu d son Bay railway is 
being bu ilt on the assu mption that 
this new traffic rou te will hav e only a 
brief season, there are enthu siasts 
who maintain Its possibilities are im­ 
mensely greater. They confid ently ex ­ 
pect a six -months’ season and some 
go so far as to say that the strait, 
with mod ern aid s to nav igation, can 
be kept open ail the y ear rou nd . 
They say it Is u nreasonable to su p­ 
pose that a d eep salt-water ex panse, 
with heav y cu rrents 7 5 miles wid e at 
its narrowest point, remains choked 
with 
ice 
d u ring 
the 
period s 
d e­ 
scribed , and argu e that there is prob­ 
ably a natu ral open channel throu gh 
the ice all throu gh the y ear. 
Spaces 
are so immense that ships wou ld 
easily miss the channel, bu t that d oers 
not prov e its nonex istence. 
This y ear’s aerial ex ped ition will 
seek to d iscov er the tru th abou t Hu d ­ 
son strait. 
When an appropriation 
of $8 50.000 was asked for the pu rpose 
In parliament a week or two ago one 
critic objected that the only way to 
test the nav igability of Hu d son strait 
was by actu ally nav igating it with 
ships. Bu t the minister d eclared that 
the airplanes wou ld get more u sefu l 
information In one season than wou ld 
a fleet of ships In ten y ears. 
Moreov er, 
wireless 
stations 
and 
camps that will be established by the 
ex ped ition will probably serv e as per­ 
manent equ ipment for the su ccessfu l 
nav igation of the strait. 
The assignment, which has been 
tu rned ov er to the roy al Canad ian air 
force, is withou t parallel in the an­ 
nals of fly ing. 
Map stu d ents may 
think of Hu d son bay as ly ing within 
the limits of civ ilization or at least 
on Its ed ge. It Is nothing of the sort. 
The eastern end of it is 1,000 miles 
northwest of St. John’s, N. F., and the 
main base of the ex ped ition, ly ing d u e 
north of Ottawa, is as far from civ i 
iizatiou as Du lu th is from New Or­ 
leans. 
Plan T h ree Bases. 
The intention is to establish three 
bases. 
One of these will be at Port 
Bu rwell on the northern tip of Lab- 
rad o at the entrance to the strait; 
the second and main base, general 
head qu arters, will be on the north 
shore at Lake Harbor on Baffin Land , 
and the third will be at the entrance 
to Hu d son bay at Nottingham island 
500 miles from the first base. 
Those not fly ers at each station 
will inclu d e one d octor, one mou nted 
policeman and men from the d epart­ 
ment of marine and fisheries rad io 
branch and from the roy al Canad ian 
corps of signalers. 
At each d epot 
wireless stations will be established 
so that intercommu nication between 
them will be maintained at all times 
The station at Lake Harbor will be 
capable of short wav e commu nication 
with Ottawa so that the capital will 
be able to keep In tou ch with the 
work and liv es of the ex ped ition. 
In ad d ition, each airplane will be 
equ ipped with wireless for commu ni­ 
cation, both v oice and key , with the 
stations.

from the trees, when the poisons are 
still efficaciou s and the majority oi 
bees hav e aband oned the blossoms. 
Asid e from the v alu e of the honey 
crop they prod u ce, bees ore of con­ 
sid erable v alu e in transferring pollens, 
thu s effecting fertilization, and shou ld 
be protected by horticu ltu rists. 
The 
conclu sions are the resu lt of sev eral 
y ears* stu d y recently completed by d e­ 
partment scientists becau se of gen­ 
eral agitation on the su bject.

Tt was b efore the days of railroad* 
here and Mr. Dickens came from Cin­ 
cinnati to Columb us b y regular stage 
b ut there b eing no regular stage to 
Sandusky the next day, and b eing de­ 
sirous of reaching Sandusky as soon 
as possib le, he left Columb us the next 
m orning b y special conv eyance. 
No reference to his presence in the 
city is contained in any of the news­ 
papers of the tim e; no reporter call­ 
ed at his hotel to get his v iews of the 
United States of our state, as would 
b e the caes now. 
He did not fail to 
mention Columb us in his 
American 
notes pub lished 
the next 
year 
and 
from this one may judge that he was 
fav orab ly im pressed here. 
He w rote: “We reached Columb us 
shortly after 7 
o’clock 
and 
stayed 
there to refresh that day and night 
hav ing 
excellent 
apartm ents 
in a 
large unfinished hotel called the Neil 
House, which were richly fitted with 
the polished wood of the b lack wal 
nut and opened on a handsome porti­ 
co and stone v eranda 
like rooms 
in 
some Italian mansion. 
The town is 
clean and pretty and of course is go­ 
ing to b e much larger. It is the seat 
of the state legislature of Ohio and 
lays claim in 
consequence 
to 
some 
consideration and im portance.”— J 
H. G alb reath. 


King Gustav us Vasa 4(X) years ago 
It was the scene of Queen Christina s 
ab dication. 
“The castle windows afford a splen­ 
did v iew of the ‘college tow n/ 
The 
Fyriso, 
crossed 
b y 
eight 
b ridges, 
quietly flows southward toward Lake 
Malaren. 
The city is spread out on 
b oth b anks. 
The east b ank, sav e foi 
a few houses, and streets that arc 
laid out in checkerb oard fashion, is 
the site of numerous univ ersity b uild­ 
ings, campuses and gardens. 
One of 
the gardens was laid out b y 
Lin­ 
naeus, the founder of modern b otany, 
who b ecame a professor at Upsala in 
1741. Emanuel 
Swedenb org, 
mystic 
philosopher and founder of the re­ 
ligious sect called the ‘Swedenb or* 
pians/ was graduated from the uni­ 
v ersity in 1710. 
“Fraternities” Called “Nations.” 
“W herev er seen, Upsala students 
are distinguished b y their white v el­ 
v et caps. Each of the some 2,000 stu­ 
dents are ob liged to b ecome memb ers 
of the student unions known as ‘na­ 
tions.’ 
There are no Greek letter fra­ 
ternities. 
Memb ers are chosen b y ac­ 
cident of b irth, for each nation repre­ 
sents one or more Swedish ‘Ians/ or 
prov inces. 
The ‘nations’ hav e their 
own houses and conduct their own af­ 
fairs. 
“The univ ersity lib rary is, perhaps, 
the most important in the country, 
containing more than 350,000 printed 
v olumes and 14,000 v aluab le manu­ 
scripts. 
The chief treasure is the fa­ 
mous Codex Argenteus, a Fourth cen­ 
tury translation of the four gospels 
into Moeso-Gothic. The work includes 
187 leav es of parchment in gold and 
silv er letters on a red ground. There 
is also a collection of letters of Lu­ 
ther, Linnaeus, Mozart and Goethe. 
“Upsala cathedral might b e prop­ 
erly called ‘Little Notre Dame/ al­ 
though it is the largest 
in Sweden.

Goethe’s Art Collection 
Found in Old Trunk 
Berlin.—Goethe’s remarkable collec­ 
tion of his own 88 black and white 
drawings and water colors, which the 
Goethe museum at Weimar sought 
throughout Germany for 25 years, It 
now in the museum as a result of a 
curious coincidence. 
The drawings, largely German and 
Bohemian landscapes, wrere known to 
have been presented by Goethe In 
1S07 to Princess Caroline of Saxe* 
Weimar with a note reading: “This is 
how* I whiled away my leisure mo­ 
ments during my travels of recent 
years.” 
The princess willed the collection 
to her intimate friend, Christiana von 
Reitzenstein.

On its Inhospitable shores, Just on

Honey Bees Killed 
by Poisoned Sprays 
Washington—Honey bees are.killed 
by minute quantities of arsenic as 
used in sprays for fruit trees, and 
arsenical sprays should not be used 
while trees and planes are in full 
bloom, according to Dr. N. E. Melndoc 
and G. S. Demuth of the United States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
Such 
sprays should be used only after 90 
per cent of the blossoms have fallen 
from the trees, when the poisons are 
still efficacious and the majority of 
bees have abandoned the blossoms. 
Aside from the value of the honey 
crop they produce, bees are of con­ 
siderable value in transferring pollens, 
thus effecting fertilization, and should 
be protected by horticulturists. 
The 
conclusions are the result of several 
years* study recently completed by de­ 
partment scientists because of gen­ 
eral agitation on the subject

Toronto, Ont.—Fifty Canadian avi­ 
ators and geographers will sail from 
Halifax early in July on a spectacu­ 
lar arctic, or subarctic, piece of ex­ 
ploration, which may easily surpass In 
dramatic interest and in scientific dis­ 
coveries of benefit to mankind any 
polar flight or expedition. 
Their destination is Hudson strait, 
that great ocean channel 500 miles 
long by 75 miles wide which connects 
Hudson bay with the Atlantic ocean. 
On Its Inhospitable shores, Just on 
the edge of the land of the midnight 
sun, they will be isolated for 15 
months—all through one long arctic 
winter and two brief summers. 
The object of the expedition is to 
collect data on the navigation prob­ 
lems of Hudson 
strait, which, of 
course, will be the ocean outlet of 
the Hudson Bay railway now under 
construction from northern Manitoba 
to Port Nelson, on the west const of 
Hudson bay. 
Little Known as Traffic Route. 
Though Hudson 
strait has been 
navigated off and on for 300 years, 
very little Is known about its poten­ 
tialities as a regular trnflic route. The 
Impression has prevailed that It is 
safe for traffic during only two or 
two and a half months each season. 
During the rest of the year navigators 
have found it choked with ice. 
While the Hudson Bay railway Is 
being built on the assumption that 
this new traffic route will have only a 
brief season, there are enthusiasts 
who maintain its possibilities are im­ 
mensely greater. They confidently ex­ 
pect a six-months’ season and some 
go so far as to say that the strait, 
with modern aids to navigation, can 
be kept open all the year round. 
They say It Is unreasonable to sup­ 
pose that a deep salt-water expanse, 
with heavy currents 75 miles wide at 
its narrowest point, remains choked 
with 
ice 
during 
the 
periods 
de­ 
scribed, and argue that there Is prob 
ably a natural open channel through 
the Ice all through the year. 
Spaces 
are so immense that ships would 
easily miss the channel, but that does 
not prove Its nonexistence. 
This year’s aerial expedition will 
seek to discover the truth about Hud­ 
son strait. 
When an appropriation 
of $S50.000 was asked for the purpose 
in parliament a week or two ago one 
critic objected that the only way to 
test the navigability of Hudson strait 
was by actually navigating it with 
ships. But the minister declared that 
the airplanes would get more useful 
Information In one season than would 
a fleet of ships In ten years. 
Moreover, 
wireless 
stations 
and 
camps that will he established by the 
expedition will probably serve as per­ 
manent equipment for the successful 
navigation of the strait. 
The assignment, which has been 
turned over to the royal Canadian air 
force, Is without parallel in the an­ 
nals of flying. 
Map students may 
think of Hudson bay as lying within 
the limits of civilization or at least 
on its edge. It Is nothing of the sort. 
The eastern end of it is 1,000 miles 
northwest of St. John’s, N. F., and the 
main base of the expedition, lying due 
north of Ottawa, is as far from civ! 
lization as Duluth is from New Or­ 
leans. 
Plan Three Bases. 
The Intention Is to establish three 
bases. 
One of those will be at Port 
Burwell on the northern tip of Lab- 
rado at the entrance to the strait;

Honey Bees Killed 
by Poisoned Sprays 
Washington—Honey bees are . killed 
by mluute quantities of arsenic as 
used in sprays for fruit trees, and 
arsenical sprays should not be used 
while trees and planes are In full 
bloom, according to Dr. N. E. Mcludoc 
and G. S. Dernuth of the United States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
Such 
sprays should be used ouly after 90 
per cent of the blossoms have fallen 
from the trees, when the poisons are 
still efficacious and the majority ol 
bees have abandoned the blossoms. 
Aside from the value of the honey 
crop they produce, bees nre of con­ 
siderable value In transferring pollens, 
thus effecting fertilization, and should 
be protected by horticulturists. 
The 
conclusions are the result of several 
years* study recently completed by de­ 
partment scientists because of gen­ 
eral agitation on the subject.
